Armenia*« Governor A c q u i t t e d ol tlte 
Citarg^e—lndig^nation at 
Jjondou* 


CoNSTANTiNOPiiE, Oct. 16.—Moussa 
Bey, the governor of Armenia, against 
whom the Christians, over whom he 
tyrannized, brought serious cÈarges of 
cruelty and private and official miscon- 
duct, has'been acquitted of the charges 
of brigandage and outrage % the Tiuk- 
ish tribunal here. 
The 
individual 
charges against Moussa are refeiTed by 
the judges to the Armenian courts, 
which alone have jurisdiction in the 
matter. This verdict of the Turkish 
court is tantamont to an honorable dis- 
charge, as the courts in Armenia are 
thoroughly subservient to the will of 
Moussa himself. 
While 
occasioning 
little surprise, this outcome of a trial for 
which the sultan promised so much ex- 
cites deep indignation among foreign- 
era and Christians here. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—^The announcement 
in a dispatch from Constantinople pub- 
lished here this morning that Moussa 
Bey, the leading chief of the Kurds, 
and a notorious murder and robber, had 
been acquitted of the most serious of 
the^chargss against him, while the lesser 
ones wwre referred ^to courts under his 
influence, £ìàs created a painful impres- 
sion in dipIomsÂîc circles. 


There'was undoubtedly a great deal of 
underhand work done to bring about 
such a Terdict and at the same time 
prevent the publicity of it until the 
czar had left Berlin, and at the same 
time the porte gave to the world on 
Friday the information that Moussa 
Bey had been convicted of a murder, 
etc., and would be duly sentenced for 
his four crimes within a few days. 


This was dom^en the eve of the ar- 
rival of the czar in Berlin, so that ;the 
Bussian emperor could make no com- 
plaints to the ^ i s e r regarding the ad- 
ministration of justice in Armenia and 
to give the color 
truth to the alleged 
determination of tiie sultan to remove 
all cause of complaint against his sover- 
eignity over Armenia. 
The moment, 
however, that the czar leaves Berlin the 
truth is made known. 


It was hardly possible to' convict 
Moussa Bey, as the eighteen leading 
Armenians, who were invited to Constane 
tinople to testify a g ^ s t the Kurdish 
rdbber, have never been heard of since 
their arrival there, except in a rumor 
that they aU had been imprisoned, that 
some havfi simce died and the others were 
transport^. 
The opinion prevails here 
that when the czar goes back to St. 
Petersburg, theBussian troops on the 
.^menian frontier will bring the Porto 
and thé other ngnatory powers to the 
Berlin trealy to a sense of their duty in 
regard to Annenia.

EX-Congbessman GEO. W. STEsiiE. 
recently prominent as the probable suc- 
cessor to ex-Commissioner of Pensions 
Tanner, was nearly killed Monday at 
Marion, Ind. He was out riding with 
his wife when the horses ran away, 
throwing them both out. Each had an 
arm broken and is otherwise severely 
injured. The escape from instant death 
was narrow. 


A Cathomc clergyman, of Indian- 
apolis, who is very much opposed to the 
Clan-na- Gael and strongly in sympathy 
with Cronin's friends, says: "I believe 
now that State's Attorney Longnecker 
and the balance of the Chicago officials, 
are endeavoring to secure notoriety in 
the Cronin case.

With the certainty that there is to be 
no extra session, and that they wilT 
serve their terms out, the present officers 
of the national house of representatives 
discuss with some complacency, the 
prospects of the several candidates for 
their respective places. The speaker- 
ship possibilities are also discussed 
knowingly at the capitol, where mem- 
bers are sure to go when they come to 
Washington, and where there is little of 
interest, except remote political possi- 
bilities, to talk about. The race be- 
tween Reed and McKinley is regarded 
as quite close—so close, indeed, that 
members are loath to openly state their 
preferences. As to the officers of the 
house, there are two or three things re- 
garded as pretty certain. McKeè, of 
India^ia, is expected to be postmaster; 
'Adams, of Maiyland (McComa's man), 
to be doorkeeper, and Major John M. 
C^on, of the Philadelphia Ledger, 
clerk. Swords, of Iowa, is regarded as 
a possibility for sergeant-at-arms of the 
house or senate. He has a sinecure al- 
ready in the treasury department. 


T H E PAK-AmEKICAN COJVCRES», 


An act of congress, approved by Presi- 
dent Cleveland May 23, 1888, is the 
authority for the invitations which Sec- 
retary Bayard sent to Mexico and the 
seventeen countries of Central and 
South America to join the United States 
in a commercial conference. 
The ob- 
ject of the conference, as set forth in the 
law, is the discussion and recommenda- 
tion for adoption of arbitration as a set- 
tlement of differences, of questions re- 
lating to the improvement of business 
intercourse and meems of direct com- 
munication between the various conn 
tries, of a custom union, of regulations 
governing imports and exports, of a sil- 
ver coin to be a universal legal tender, 
and of any other subjects that "may 
be presented by any of the said states." 


Fifteen governments have sent dele- 
gates in answer to these invitations. 
Paraguay and Hayti promised to take 
part in the conference; but the Para- 
guayan delegates have not yet arrived, 
and in vi«w of the disturbed condition 
of Hayti, it is considered doubtful 
whether any delegate comes from l^at 
country. 


San Domingo alone has declined to 
take any part in the conference. The 
government of that country is disturbed 
because a proposed treaty of trade was 
never completed on the part of the 
United States, and professes to believe 
that we are not in earnest in our desire 
for closer business relations with our 
southern neighbors. 


The conference met for the first time 
on October 4, in Washington, where a 
large house had been prepared for its 
meetings, and after a short session they 
adjourned the congress until November 
18. On October 3 such of the delegates 
as chose to do so started on the pro- 
posed trip throngh^ the country. They 
wUl travel altogether rather more than 
6,000 miles, reaching Minneapolis and 
St. Paul in fhe Northwest, and Louis- 
ville in the Soaih, and visiting the prin- 
oipal cities ol tiiie northeastern quarter

England had arisen to prominence be- 
cause she was in favor of the open Bible 
and America had arisen to the grandest 
heights of civilization for the same 
reason. These nations had met and 
conquered the difficulties that had beset 
them and became shining lights in the 
galaxy of nations. 


The history of individuals istliesame. 
Many of the great men of our great na- 
tions have arisen from the humblest 
walks of life. They have worked their 
way to eminence by meeting bravely 
the obstacles of life and making them 
stepping stones to success. 


He referred to the history of Garfield, 
and traced his career from the cradle of 
poverty and obscurity to the president- 
ial chair of the nation. 
The American 
youth is the architect of his own for- 
tune. If he pauses and allows the ob- 
stacles of life to overcome him, he will 
sink into obscurity, but if^ he battles 
with them with a determination to win, 
he will work his way to fame and for- 
tune.

CHICAGO, Oct. 16.—ihere k now be- 
ing uranged and soon will be conenm- 
mated a gigantic consolidation of ^ the 
Gould and Huntington systems and the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe sjstem, 
including some of the linaai between 
Kansas City and Chicago, to afford the 
lines west of the Missouri river a direct 
and independent outlet to Chicago. 
The »ads between the Missouri river 
and Chicago to be taken into the combi- 
nation are: Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul; Chicago, Santa and California and 
the Wabash. The total length of alj 
lines operated by tibie new combiDation 
will be 27,096 miles, as follows:

The St. Paul being the only line in 
the combination ^at runs to aU Mis- 
souri points and the northwest—in fact, 
competes with all roads north of the 
lines of the Huntington-Gould combi- 
nation—can therefore be used to ex- 
cellent advantage to make war upon 
roads tryiug to demoralize the traffic of 
the allied roads. But aside from this 
the Milwaukee and St. Paul is to be 
made the principal Chicago outlet for 
the Central Pacific's through traffic. It 
connects with (jrould's Missouri Pacific 
at Kansas City. The latter has a direct 
line to Pueblo, Colorado Springs and 
Denver and at these points connects 
with the Denver and Eio Grande, which 
is at once to be transformed into a broad 
giiage line, the contracts for broad guag- 
ing it having been a.warded last week. 


The latter connects with the Central 
Pacific (Southern Pacific) at Ogden. 
The Wabash is to get the traffic of this 
through line going directly east via To- 
ledo. The Missouri Pacific and the Wa- 
bash are to share the traffic to St. Louis 
and via St. Louis to the east. 
The 
Santa Fe will be allowed to give all its 
traffic from the Pacific coast and all 
points west of the Missouri river to its 
Chicago, Santa Fe and California line, 
which will give it all the business it can 
handle between Kansas City and Chi- 
cago. The Southern Pacific will have 
besides, an independent line (rail and 
water) via New Orleans to the eastern 
sea board, and can there take care of the 
competition by the Canadian Pacific, 
and the northern routes via the Union 
Pacific and the Northern Pacific. 


K. H. WADE'S OANEEB. 


K. H. Wade, formerly general super- 
intendent of the Wabash, whose ap- 
pointment as general manager of the^ 
California lines of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fe was mentioned in 
yesterday's SENTINEIÍ, began his career- 
as telegraph operator on the Toledo, 
Wabash and Western in 1857, and with- 
in five years rose to the position of train 
dispatcher. In 1867 he went to the In- 
dianapolis, Cincinnati and Lafayette 
road as train dispatcher, remaining with 
that company until 1870, when he ac- 
cepted sei-vice with the Wabash, after 
ward known as the Wabash, St. Louis 
and Pawfic. Here he served five years 
as master of trains on the Illinois divi- 
sion and six and> half years as superin 
tendent of the Ohio and Indiana divi- 
sion. In 1881 he became superintend- 
ent of the Iowa division of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, but in the fol- 
lowing year he returned to the Wabash 
as superintendent of 
transportation, 
afterward becoming general superin- 
tendent of the same road and remaining 
-with the eastern lines after they were 
placed in the hands of a receiver. On 
the reorganization of the Wabash system 
Mr. Wade was one of the men who were 
shut out. He resided in this city for a 
''»ng timé during the period that he was 


^nected wit^ the Wabash.

The Pullman company is, in building 
all its new sleeping and parlor cars, us- 
ing iron frame-work for the brake equip- 
ment and placing a brake shoe eighteen 
inches long on the wheel. In the past, 
engineers have had much trouble in con- 
trolling Pullman trains, as the bearing 
of the shoes of the brake on the wheels of 
Pullman cars was so unequal. 
Under 
the new arrangement the brake applies 
with equal force on the twelve wheels 
under each car, and greatly aids the en- 
gineer in handling the train with the 
air brake. 


Last winter 
the Ohio 
legislature 
passed a law requiring every railroad 
company in the state to pay the railroad 
commissioner an annual fee of $1 per 
mile foi' its trackage within the state. 
The law has met with a great deal of 
opposition from the roads coming within 
its operation. So great has become the 
dissatisfaction that the Pennsylvania at 
length absolutely refused to pay the fee. 
The Pennsylvania system led the list 
with the largest fee, amounting to $1,- 
400, and the Lake Shore comes next 
with $829. The aggregate sum to be 
paid to the state will reach $8,000 a 
year. The matter has been taken to the 
courts for final settlement.

BARRETTS MENTAL BASE ! 


Tlie Deffenae Introdace rreatlmony 
Deel wrlnr Ute narderer of Vn- 
•onnd miMda 


The testimony in thd Bairett murder 
trial to-day was of more than ordinary 
interest. 


The assertions of the witnesses for the 
defense as to "the mental condition of 
the murderer will, no doubt, be followed 
by evidence of a similar nature, which 
will have great weight with the jury, in 
whose hands is thrown the life of John 
Ban'ett. There was a startling dii^los- 
ure on the part of Attorney Dawseli, in 
which George Barrett is credited with 
using strategy to prevent the proper de- 
fense for his fother by reason of invalidi- 
ty of certain deeds in his possession, 
should his father be declared insane. 


The evidence after 3 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon was as follows: 


JOHN BABBETT. 


Live in Noble county; am sou of John 
and Catherine Barrett. 
Visited father 
and mother the Sunday before she was 
injured; was there several times the 
year preceding. 
Heard father make 
threats against mother to strike her. 


JOSEPH WAENEB. 


Am farmer. 
Have known Barrett 
about forty years. 
About a year ago 
last spring he spoke to me about mak- 
ing a will; I made one for him. 


HABBISOK HEUSINGKB. 


Live near Barrett's. 
Knew them; 
was there the morning of the killing. 
Barrett was covered with blood; asked 
Barrett what he had done; he replied: 
"What has she done." 
Helped take 
care of old lady. Gave the poker and 
other things found there to sheriff. 


HENBY BBOOKS. 


Was turnkey at jail in June; had Bar- 
rett in custody; he told me something 
came over him all at once and he had a 
poker in his hand and hit her; then took 
some sticks of wood and hit her; he 
claimed first he didn't know anything 
about it. 


T. A. >\TLK1NS0N. 


Am deputy sheriff; arrested Ban-ett 
April 14th, 1889; found him at home ly- 
ing on bed; he recognized me and Dep- 
uty Lindsey, who was with me; asked 
him what the trouble was; said he 
couldn't tell exactly; said something 
about fish and cofieehe had bad; said he 
didn't know how it happened he struck 
his wife. 


DB K. K. WHEELOCK. 


Know Barrett; saw Barrett at jail 
April 16, 1889; defendant told me 
trouble began in morning; she got up 
about 5 o'clock, built fire in kitchen and 
he in sitting room; went from sitting 
room to kitchen to hang up poker; as he 
went to hang it up it touched her; she 
turned angi-ily on him and he struck 
her. She again turned on him and he 
again struck her and then grew so angry 
that he didn't know what he was doing; 
picked up a stick of wood and struck 
her. 


Cross-examination—I went there as a 
friend of Barrett, and because Barrett 
was a friend of my father; Barrett told 
me of his own volition; I suggested no 
answers to Barrett. 


A. J. KESSIiEB, COBONEB. 


Held inquest; Dr. Buchman got there 
ahead of me; found Catherine Barrett 
with her sclalp drawn backward; after- 
wards examined scalp-and found it lit- 
erally sloughing; the wounds were not 
recent cuts; the wounds were dangerous. 


No cross examination. 
State rested after introducing in evi- 
dence the poker, cane, billets of wood, 
shawl and pieces of carpet spoken of 
and identified by witnesses.

MOBNING SESSION. 


The defendant opened his case by 
reading to the jury the depositions of 
witnesses residing at Danville and Ann- 
buny, Pa., as to the insanity of mem- 
bers of Barrett's family, as follows: 


Samuel R. W. VanKirk, Danville, 
Pa., laborer: Catherine VanKirk is my 
wife; she is a sister of John Barrett, liv- 
ing near Fort Wayne; she has been in 
two different insane asylums; was in- 
sane. 


John P. Baer and Wm. S. Baker tes- 
tified as to the, insanity of Catherine 
VanKirk. 


S. S. Shultz, superintendent insane 
hospital, Danville, Pa. 


John Bo wen: 
Live at Sunburry; 
knew Barrett; knew Levi Barrett," a 
brother of John; knew him from child- 
hood, till his death at the age of fifty 
years; he was of unsound mind. 


Harriet 
Brosious, Sunburry, 
Pa: 
Caleb Barrett, a brother of John Barrett, 
was not of sound mind; he was miserly; 
believed in "spooks;" his wife was also 
of unsound mind. 


Testified as to insanity of Gcoige and 
Levi Barrett, brothers of defendant: 


Charlotte Bartholomew, Sunbury Pa. 
—Knew Caleb Barrett and his wife, 
father and mother of defendant; George 
Barrett, brother of defendant; was sub- 
ject to; :ejpi|ep<io fits; he was not of 
sound ¿ i i n d ; ' ^ 
always queer;

JOHN W. BABXmiT 


Testified as follows: 
Live af^I^ver 
Falls, Wis.;am fcuiner and insurahc« 
agent Joseph Barrett, my father, is a 
brother of John Barrett; father has been 
troubled with something about his head: 
rush of blood; sc^etimes has been out 
of his mind and at night went out in the 
mud a,nd slush; didn't think he was in- 
s&e, but thought he was not right; 
came to my house once at night on 
horseback; called me out and stated that 
he was the "Great Mogul;" he was "off 
his base;" had been troubled with pains 
in his head—not headache; once he was 
going to bum all his property; he has 
been so for thirty years. 


Cross Examination—Father's family 
consists of seven children. He had diffi- 
culty with a man by the name of Davis; 
wanted to run a pitchfork through him; 
once he wanted to run a pitchfork 
through my brother. 
None of my 
brothers or sisters are insane. 
Father 
is eighty years old; I do his writing, he 
does the head work; is not very smart. 


FBBD BABBETT. 


Am oldest son of John Barrett, the 
defendant; work for street railroad com- 
pany; have foiir brothers. Father was 
maiTied January 8, 1842; lived with 
mother till her death. 


afABGABET BABBETT. 


My sister died nine years ago; she had 
been in the state asylum; was taken to 
the county house; she was insane at the 
time of her death; she died at home; 
father fell off of a house about forty 
years ago and hurt his head; father's 
health was poor last March; when I was 
out to see him he was quite nervous; 
was restless; I think lUom his appear- 
ance he was out of ^ 
mind at that 
time; saw him in the aa^rnoon after the 
homicide; he was very weak; was afraid 
he could'nt stand the trip to town; diffi- 
cult for him to breathe; have seen him 
since he was in jail; he takes no inter- 
est in his case. 


Cross-examination—Might have told 
the sheriff that it was not insanity that 
caused father to commit the act he did; 
have seen him in jail and had conversa- 
tion with him in regard to his papers. 


Record of commitment of Margaret 
Barrett to the insane asylum read in 
evidence. 


WM. PETTIT. 


Farmer; Washington township; my 
wife is Elizabeth Barrett, daughter of 
defendant. 
Known Barrett for last 
thirty years; saw him last March; he 
was sick in bed; he told me snake 
stories, told of snakes that he had seen 
that were bigger than his leg; I gave 
him some wine; shortly after asked for 
more; said had had none; he was very 
feeble; I consider him of unsound mmd. 


Cross examination—He has given my 
wife orders for property since he has 
been in jail. 


MBS. FBED BABBETT. 


Think the old man is of unsound 
mind; he drank considerable whisky and 
wine; had it by his bed at night. 


MBS. PETTIT. 


Am daughter of John Bari^ett; saw 
father about 20th of March last; his 
health was bad; think he was of unsound 
mind. 


LLOYD HOUGHTON. 


Am physician at Huntertown; know 
William Meyer, who testified yesterday; 
gave medicine to him for Mr. Barrett; 
was morphine, 


JAMES M. BOBINSON, 


Prosecuting attorney; never had the 
powders given for Barrett by Dr. 
Houghton. 


MICHAEL SPITZ. 


Am gardener; know George Barrett and 
Ed. Pfeiffer; know the John Barrett 
farm; met G«orge Bafrett at the Fruit 
House; he said |t 
for Ed. to 


go and buy those pigs from the old man 
when he was not in his right mind. 


Cross examination.—Said it was 
wrong for Ed. to go there while the 
old man was sick, and when he hadn't 
seen pigs for a long time. 


O. M. DAWSON. 


Am attorney for Barrett; had a con- 
versation with Geo. ^Barrett about the 
case about a month ago; he said the at- 
torneys were making too much of a de- 
fense; that if the defense of insanity 
succeeded it would set aside the deeds 
he had; that "the attorneys were too 
darned good;" this was in a conversa- 
tion in regard to a trip to Pennsylvania 
to take depositions. 
I have received 
$125 and have spent $160; offered to 
give my check for amounts received to 
get out of case. 


DB. FBANELIN GBEENWELL. 


Have known Barrett about fifteen 
years; have attended him as physician; 
in January, 1889, he was sick; gave him 
opiates; called again in February. 


DB. MI&ES F. FOBTEB. 


: Live in the city; practiced medicine 
twelve years; have made the question of 
insanity a study for past ten or twelve 
days, have examined authorities on i|pb- 
ject; have examined Barrett; saw him at 
jail after the homicide; his condition 
was not good, had fever. In response 
4o a h^thetical qusetion embraoing a 
statement of .the age of the defendant. 


the mental condlticn of hit parents, the 
epileptic conditioiiof one brother, the 
insamty of two brothers and a sister, 
injury to tiie head <xi defendant caused 
by a fall, the insanity of a daughter, 
the 
physical
